The boat and crew were sighted 
off the bar early this morning and 
Capt. Brown with the tug Go-Get- 
ter went to the assistance of the 
lifeboat, carrying coffee and Christ- 
mas turkey to the men. They 
were all hungry and ate raven- 
ously, as the provisions on board 
the powerboat had consisted only 
of crackers and cold meat. On 
arrival in the harbor the crew 
were Dy several hundred 
people. The powerboat is a Small 
craft with no protection from the 
storm, with no provision for hot 
coffee or warm food. 

The body of Webb, who ts sup- 
posed to have lost his life, has 
not yet deen found. 


DIXMUDE HAS VANISHED 


Intensive Search Over Tunis and Tripoli Zone Fails; 
Air, Land and Sea Forces Active in Hunt 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRERS) 

PARIS, Dec. 26.—No word yet has been received from the missing 
dirigible Dixmude, which may still be in the air after many days, or 
may have effected a landing in some out-of-the-way place in the 
French protectorate of Tunis, jn Northern Africa, or in the Sahara 
For several days now the airship’s wireless has been silenced 
and the great craft herself has vanished.

The Minister of Marine received 
messages today from the port ad- 
miral at Bizerta declaring that the 
Dixmude was not seen over Tunisia 
on the 23rd or 24th inst., and that 
she at no time had asked for Belp. 
It is established that the last com- 
munication received from the air- 
ship was on the 21st inst. at 3 a.m., 
when she acknowledged receipt of 
a telegram from Sidi Abdallah. 
Sahara. The intensity of the mes- 
sage at that time justified the in- 
ference that she then was not more 
than 200 miles from Bicerta. 


GASOLINE EXHAUSTED 

It is calculated that the Dix- 
mude's store of gasoline might 
have been exhausted by last Sun- 
day. Consequently, the only thing 
left to do is to explore the regions 
where the airship might have 
come down either voluntarily or 
by force of circumstances. 

All reports that the dirigible had 
been observed over Tunisia re- 
cently having proved erroneous, 
the ministry considers that there 
is nothing to justify the belief that 
she was carried to sea. An exhaus- 
tive search Sunday and Monday in 
the sone comprised between the 
eastern coast of Tunis and the line 


of Malta and Tripoli, with help 


from the Brit and Italians, 
yielded no — 


The opinion therefore prevails 
that search for the dirigible should 
be concentrated in Southern Al- 
geria. Cavalry patrols were dis- 
patched Sunday to explore the 
territory, and, as s00n as the 
weather permitted, airplanes from 
Aigerian and Tunisian bases 
a methodical exploration of the 
region where it was thought the 


dirigible might be. 

Although there ap slight 
probability that the Dixmude has 
fallen into the sea, all light units 
available of the Mediterranean 
squadron as well as the Provence, 
Aigeria and Tunis flotillas, have 
been placed at the disposal of the 
vice-admiral commanding in North 
African waters for fresh investiga- 
tions of the western part of the 
Eastern Mediterranean basin.

French Celebrities Pay 
Tribute to Mme. Curie on 
Twenty-fifth Anniversary

PARIS. Deo. 26. — The discovery 
of radium twenty-five years ago to- 
day by Mme. Marie Curie and her 
late husband, Prof. Pierre Curie, 
was celebrated this afternoon at 
the Sorbonne with many notables 
in attendance, including members 
of the Cabinet, the diplomatic 
corps and prominent scientists. 

President Millerand in an ad- 
dress emphasized the importance of 
the discovery and voiced the grati- 
tude of the world to the modest 
22 scientist largely responsible 
or it. 

Mme. Curie, in a brief but emo- 
tional response, expressed regret 
that her husband had not lived to 
receive the honors due him. She 
said that the primitivenesas of their 
laboratory and the difficulties un- 
der which they worked gave an air 
of romance to the discovery, but 
that this romantic element had not 
been an advantage. 

“It exhausted our strength and 
delayed our success,” she declared. 
Their five years of experimenta- 
tion might have been accomplished

Son of Philippines Governor 
Paid $1000 a Month for 
His Advice 


Admits Profits of $700,000; 

Operations Required Half 1 

a Million Margin

NEW YORK, Dee. 26.— leut. 
| Osborne C. Wood, son of Gov.-Gen. 
Leonard Wood of the Philippine 
Islands, who is reported to have 
accumulated a fortune of between 
$700,000 and $800,000 in Wall street 
received the information on which 
he acted through a Wall-street 
“tipster” service, which sent him 


nightly eablegrams and for which 
he is reported to have paid $1000 
a month, including cable charges. 

This information was disclosed 
today by Alfred T. Moore, head 
of the service, who exhibited to 
newspaper men copies of hundreds 
of messages sent to Lieut. Wood, 
urging him to buy or sell stocks 
and giving analyses of stoeks on 
which information was requested. 
These cablegrams ranged from 
three to several hundred words 
and were written in plain English 
and not in code, the daily cable 
c running from a few dol- 
lars to nearly $100. 

NEVER MET HIS CLAENT 

Mr. Moore, who said he had nev- 
er met Lieut. Wood and wouldn't 
know him if he saw him, re- 
ceived an inquiry from the young 
army officer soon after Wood's ar- 
rival in the Philippines. After an 
exchange of messages, Mr. Moore 
agreed to supply the information 
wanted and cablegrams were sent 
to Manila every week-day night 
thereafter. While Mr. Moore de- 
clined to state whether the serv- 
fee had been stopped, it was 
learned that Lieut. Wood had re- 
ceived a cablegram from Mr. 
Moore as late as December 19. Mr. 
Moore admitted that about that 
time he had cabled Lieut. Wood 
to state his position in the marr 
ket, but had not received a reply. 

Lieut. Wood did net reveal to 
Mr: More the names of his brok- 
ere or the details of bis dally ope- 
rations, but occasionally he would 
give his position on certain stocks 
with the number of shares held 
and ask for advice. Mr. Moore 
declined to give out this informa- 
tion on the ground that it was of a 
confidential character. 

From other sources, however, de- 
taille of Lieut. Wood's operations 
came to light. Contrary to some 
reports, Lieut. Wood's amazing 
success was not entirely the re- 
sult of “pyramiding,” that is, the 
purchase of additional stocks with 
the profits of a previous purchase. 


FIRST BIG KILLING 

The army officer's first big kill- 
ing was in Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, which he was advised to 
buy in the fall of 1922 around $180 
a share and which rose almost per- 
pendicularly to $250.50 without a 
“break” of any consequence. Licut. 
Wood is reported to have admitted 
a profit of 60 points on that stock, 
but no information ts available as 
to the extent of his original pur- 
chase. 

Professional Wali-street specu- 
lators frankly confessed that Lieut. 
Wood's success was extraordinary, 
especially when it is considered 
that he is 6000 miles from Wall 
street. 

“Lieut. Wood.“ Mr. Moore said, 
“must be a very shrewd man, a 
very nervy man. He apparently 
knew enough to ‘cut and run’ when 
things were going against him, and 
to hold on when he realized the 
soundness of his position.” 

Whether Lieut. Wood acted sole- 
ly on the advice of Mr. Moore or 
used the information he received 
to check with that from other 
sources, is not known. Not all of 
the Army officer’s operations were 
profitable, however, one instance 
being known where he took a loss 
of at least ten points in American 
Hide and Leather stock which had 
a sharp break shortly after he 
purchased it on the publication of 
an unfavorable earnings report. 


NEEDED HUGE MARGIN 


It was learned on good authority 
that last July and August Lieut. 
Wood was “long” 35,000 shares of 
stock, which probably required a 
“margin” of nearly $500,000 for a 
man in his position. These stocks 
included Baldwin, California Pe- 
troleum, Mack Truck, United States 
Steel, common, Standard Ou of 
New Jersey, American Locomotive, 
Gulf States Steel, Schulte Stores 
and several others. 

Less than five weeks later he 
was “short” of 37,000 shares, hav- 
ing disposed of mest of his “long” 
stock at a profit of $75,000 in the 
interval and going “short” of 
stocks in which he previously had 
made a profit on the long side. One

That there is no real cause for

ly the same depth. 

With the exception of these 
three wells, it is believed that none 
of the holes now drilling in the 
Compton area has any reason to 
be a failure, inasmuch as all are 
shallower than the depth at which 
the Callender well struck of! sand. 
at about 3800 feet. 

Since the Callender is believed 
to be on the crest of the struc- 
ture, these other wells probably 
will have to go several hundred 
feet deeper in order to strike the 
sand. 

The wells which have reached 
a depth where significant show- 
ings may be expected are the 
Union's Gardena down about 3620 
feet; the Unions Carson down 
about 38600 feet: and the Union's 
Callender No. 3 which e down 
about 3700 feet.

Financing of New Sun-Maid 
Corporation Completed 


Association Has Sanction of 
Justice Department 
Final steps in the reorganization 
and refinancing of the Sun-Maid 
Raisin Growers were taken yester- 
day when the necessary papers 
were filed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court to appoint Milo L. Row- 
ell of Fresno as trustee for the old 
corporation, which has been re- 
placed by the new Sun-Maid Raisin 
Growers of California and its serv- 
fice corporation, the Sun-Maid 
Raisin Grower# Association. This 
action completes the task of ad- 
justing the corporate affairs of the 
raisin company and leaves the 
trustee with the powers of liqui- 
Gating the assets of the origina) 
com pany. 
The old corporation, according 
to a supplementary statement by 
Ralph P. Merritt, president and 
managing director of the Sun-Maid 


Raisin Growers’ Association, is no 
longer a factor in the industry, 
having less than 3000 tons of 
raigins on hand. It was found in- 
adequate to conduct the affairs of 
the Fresno raisin growers and will 
remain in existence only until the 
trustee has converted its assets into 
cash and distributed the surplus to 
stockholders. 


NEW CORPORATION 
The refinancing of the new cor- 
poration was completed a few 
months ago by bankers in Los An- 


geles and San Francisco through 
the offering of securities to the 
public. 

Mr. Merritt's authorized state- 
ment in connection with the 
pointment of the trustee by the 
court follows: 

“The appointment at our request 
of a receiver for the old Sun-Maid 
Raisin Growers marks the final 
step, as announced last spring, of 
the reorganized plan for the raisin 
industry. A new corporate and 
financial structure has been devel- 
oped during the past eight monthe 
in order that the old corporation, 
which had proved inadequate, 
might be relieved of its responsi- 
bilities and its affairs closed out. 
The old corporation has less than 
3000 tons of raisins on hand and 
is now no longer a factor in cur- 
rent matters. 

“The best method of turning 
the old corporation's miscellaneous 
accounts and assets into cash, pay- 
ing ite remaining bills and dividing 
the surplus proportionately among 
its stockholders was to intrust the 
matter to one of our directors as a 
trustee and have him made re- 
ceiver. The latter assures orderly 
distribution and protection against

NOTHER “SCRAP OF PAPER” 


Judging from the tenor of the dis 
patches of the“ wt week the French gor 
ernment, dig. Aated by the result of the 
British elect{ ms, is throwing discretion to 
the winds anf is bent upon dismembering 


Germany at any cost. ' 


The French troops in the occupied dis- 
tricts have begun to set up governments 
for what they term independent states. The 
pledges made by Premier Poincare when 
the Ruhr was occupied last January have 
been forgotten. He then stated that the 
French armies of occupation would not in- 
terfere with the local governments, that 
there was no intent to aid in any local 
movements tending to the dismemberment 


of Germany. 


In The Times on Wednesday morning Vin- 
cent Sheehan reported what is taking place 
in the Bavarian Palatinate. He is a special 
correspondent sent to that district to get 
the facts. And the facts which he reports 
will not be pleasant reading for those who 
hold that the French government is pro- 


ceeding under the Treaty of Versailles. 


History is repeating itself. The French 
are doing on the east bank of the Rhine 
just what they did under Napoleon more 
than 100 years ago. From Spire, one of the 
principal towns in the Palatinate, Mr. Shee

The French have openly forced a re- 
public on the people by the bayonets 
of 20,000 negro troops, while every of- 
ficial maintaining his allegiance to Ger- 
many has been driven across the Rhine 
or thrown into jail. Gen. De Mets not 
only admitted his part in the movement, 
but boldly justified it by saying: 

“France does not ask America what 
she does in Panama or Mexico. Why 
should America worry over what we do 
in the Rhineland?” 

The entire movement here—happen- 
ing almost without the knowledge of the 
world in general—was completed with- 
in the last four weeks with machine 
like efficiency; the Moroccan soldiers 
first disarming the German police offi- 
cials, imprisoning them in public build- 
ings and declaring a curfew, keeping 
the people inside their houses by rings 
of bayonets in the streets.

Hate is the base on which the new gov- 


ernment is constituted. The people have 
been informed that they must pay taxes to 
the military government or suffer deporta- 
tion and the confiscation of their property. 

This action is open defiance to the En- 
glish government. Only two months ago 
the British Premier asserted that England 
could not permit the dismemberment of 
Germany because it would be a violation of 
the Treaty of Versailles. France has re 
plied, “What are you going to do about it?” 

That is a question that the futurp, and 
possibly not the very remote future, must 
answer. France is strong in its military 
might. The present government makes no 
scruple at treaty violation when it is held 
to be to the interest of France. 

But is it to the interest of France to vio- 
late a treaty which she is pledged to obey? 
The terms of that treaty were hard on Ger- 
many. It was a treaty dictated by force; 
a punitive treaty, justified as the only 


that policy she has the support of 
ot the great powers that united to 
the Germans to their knees in 1918. 
was the might of the allies of France, 
not of France alone. In violating she Treaty 
of Versailles France is not keeping faith 
with those allies. 

Two wrongs cannot make a right. Amer- 
fea went into the World War in the inter- 
est of fair play, to prevent a powerful and 
arrogant country working its will upon a 
weaker neighbor. It is with deep regret 


‘that those who advocated this country’s 


taking part in a war for freedom, justice 
and self-determination are forced to see 
France following the German precedent of 
reducing a treaty to a scrap of paper. 
France is now doing to Germany the very 
thing that we entered the war to prevent 
Germany from doing to France. In the 
words of former President Cleveland, it is 
a condition by which we are confronted, 
not a theory. 


PURSUIT OF PLEASURE 

The Treasury Department bas compiled 
data showing that the people of the United 
States spent some 715,170,000 during the 
past twelve months for amusements. These 
figures are based on the taxes turned over 
to the department, which represent a levy 
of 10 per cent on all admission prices to 
places of amusements. The taxes were col- 
lected from circuses, movies, prize fights 
and theaters, as well as musica! perform- 
ances. The government, however, does not 
expect to build any new battleships from 
the returns it reaps from grand opera ad- 
missious, although taxes on motion-picture 
tickets would feed a war-time army for 
quite a while. 

When it comes to spending money for 
movies, chewing gum, candy, prize fights 
and similar amusements our people are 
without a peer in the world. No other na- 


tied approximates the vast sums the Amer 


wan public expends so blithely on unessen- 
tial things. The president of the Thrift So- 


ciety recently was all agog with optimism 


because some 13,000,000 people were shown 


to possess savings accounts. But these fig- 
ures of the Treasury Department show that 


between the theaters and candy stores and 


the efivings bank the latter is the loser 
every time. 

It will take many years of persuasive 
propaganda to win the majority of the peo- 
ple away from their old, improvident hab- 
its. The American temperament is such 
that our people are impressed only by big 
thingg, and the price of a pound of candy 
seems a small amount to lay away toward 
the “old-age fund” that so many people plan 
for but never start. 


ARM LOANS : 

The War Finance Corporation has 
loaned $285,000,000 to the farmers within 
the last two years and already more than 
$220,000,000 of the loans have been repaid. 
The farmers who used to borrow money 
for ten years must have gone out of busi- 
ness. Either that or the wheat market is 
not as black as painted. 


No person mentally honest and informed 
can deny that this procedure is a violation 
both of the letter and the spirit of the 
Treaty of Versailles.

RAILWAY TO SPAN ~ 
SAHARA DESERT 


FOR LINE TO THE NIGER 
RIVER - 


The project of a railroad across 
the Sahara, which has been un- 
der discussion by the French gov- 
ernment for some years, is at last 
in a fair way toward actual ac- 


complishment, the New York Trib- 
une reports. President Millerand 
has approved the railroad route 
drawn up government engi- 
neers. All that remains now is 
the formulation of a law by the 
chamber of deputies. 

It is expected that building of 
the trans-Saharan railroad III 
take seven or eight years. It will 
connect Oran, in French Morocco, 
with Wagadugu, capital of the 
province of High Volta, near the 
Gold Coast. Stretching from the 
Mediterranean to the Niger, pass 
ing directly across the immense 
wastes of the hitherto uncon- 
quered deserts, the trans-Saharan 
line will be an achievement al- 
most as important as the trans- 
Siberian road. Not only Un be 
a work of great strategic import- 
ance, by linking up two widely sep- 
arated parts of French West Afri- 
ca, but also will be of vast econom- 
fc value, facilitating the transpor- 
tation of exports to Marseilles.

Early Tues- 
day morning, fire destroyed the 
farmhouse and later it was dis- 
covered that Snow's grave had 
been opened and the body re- 
moved. The charred remains were 
found in the ruins af the farm- 
house. 

County Attorney Hilton said to-
